Though bis Metra monthly pass is still 25 
cont cheaper than the Seon (TA smenthly 
pase aod big Mittra rice is 86 te 19 mines 
faster than an the COTA, Lifsics is defecting 
to the CTA because CTA trains run more 
frequently for about the same price and he 
is annoyed by delays along Metra’s Union 
Pacific/North Line, which runs between 
Kenosha, Wis., and the Ogilvie Transporta- 
tion Center downtown. 

“The choice is not more of a pro-CTA 
choice as much as it’s an anti-Metra choice,” 
said Lifsics, 26, who now drives his car from 
his Rogers Park home to the Rogers Park 
Metra station and rides the train to his legal 
job in the Loop. 

When he switches to the CTA, he plans 
to drive to either the Howard or Morse Red 
Line stops in Rogers Park and take the Red 
Line train downtown, where he will have a 
shorter walk to work. Lifsics said he plans to 
make the move within weeks when his Metra 
monthly pass expires. 

“T always had my problems with Metra 
and there’s really pros and cons on each side, 
but I always justified that I am saving myself 
money so I stuck with Metra. Now, I could 
get the unlimited CTA pass” for about the 
same price, he said. 

Lifsics is not alone in re-evaluating his 
Metra commute in the wake of the recent 
fare hikes—a nearly 11 percent average boost 
that varies depending on the trip. Some Me- 
tra riders who spoke to RedEye say they are 
frustrated by the increases, which have not 
immediately translated into better amenities, 
so they are considering transferring to the 
CTA, driving or switching jobs so they won't 
have to rely on Metra. 

If more Metra riders choose to switch to 


COTA, that could mean mare crowded CTA 
buses and trains, Por ics part, Metra hasn’t 
calculated its riclership: murobers yet for the 
month, but Metra spokesman Michael Gillis 
saiel “there's beer me meaticeable difference in 
ridership oo tar chis. ceenth.” 

The CTA stall is figuring out its ridership 
numbers From last year, agency spokes- 
preage said.

Defections may be net noticeable in the 
spats in Chicago that anc served by both Me- 
tra amd the CTY. The Flue Line and Metra’s 
Linion Facific/Morchwesr Line both stop at 
the Jefferson Park station on the Northwest 
Side. On the South Side in Bronzeville, the 
35th Street Red and Green Line stations are 
blocks away from the 35th Street Metra stop. 

Despite last year’s polar vortex that 
brought high snowfall, sub-zero tempera- 
tures and multi-day school closures, both 
Metra and CTA posted ridership increases 
last year compared with 2013. 

Metra reported 83.4 million rides last year, 
up 1.3 percent versus 2013 and the second-high- 
est annual total in the agency’s 30-year history. 

CTA spokesman Brian Steele said the 
agency still is finalizing its numbers but data 
through November shows a 4.2 percent rise 
in rail ridership versus 2013. 

The CTA last bumped its pass prices in 
January 2013 and it’s unclear whether hikes 
are on the table next year. 

Metra officials have acknowledged that 
ridership could decrease in accordance with 
the hikes, which Metra has proposed to 
continue for the next Io years. 

But some Chicagoans like Diane Kieres, 
of Edison Park, will be sticking with Metra 
despite the fare increases. Kieres said she 
could take the CTA Blue Line to downtown 
but has found her 25-minute Metra ride takes 
half the time and she’s able to find a seat 
most of the time. 

“T feel that the Metra increases are insane. 
Ten percent increase for the next five years and 
it will be years until we see improvements,” 
Kieres told RedEye. “Although I’m unhappy 
about the Metra increase due to their misman- 
agement I still use Metra to get to work.” 
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5 WAYS THE MAYOR AFFECTS YOUR LIFE

From protected bike lanes and summer fes- 
tivals to speeding tickets and potholes, and 
yes, even your next career move, the mayor of 
Chicago can play a role in your everyday life. 
The mayor sets the agenda for the opera- 
tion and future of the city and lines up the 
votes on the City Council to pass his propos- 
als from the parking meter lease to the mini- 
mum wage increase. The mayor also has a say 
in how the money taxpayers hand over should 
be spent and if residents should pay more. As 
the face of the city, he or she also can throw 
his or her weight around in luring companies 
to bring their headquarters and jobs to Chi- 


cago, persuading George Lucas to build a mu- 
seum on the lakefront and trying to land the 
Obama presidential library here. 

With the Feb. 24 city election looming, vot- 
ers ponder everything from whom to pick to 
whether it even matters—and statistics show 
that the overwhelming majority don’t exer- 
cise their civic duty in municipal elections. 
Experts have weighed in time and again, 
suggesting low voter turnout is the result of 
everything from Chicago’s cold weather to 
indifference. 

Here are some reminders about how Chi- 
cago’s top elected official has an effect on 
those who work and live in Chicago. 


Crime and punishment 

Chicago has been dubbed “Chiraq” because 
violent neighborhoods can seem like a war 
zone. In a city that saw more than 400 ho- 
micides and a 14 percent uptick in shooting 
victims last year, it’s the mayor who has the 
authority in picking the police superinten- 
dent to clamp down on crime. The police 
superintendent deploys police officers and 
implements crime-fighting 
strategies to combat vio- 
lence. If CNN’s documen- 
tary series “Chicagoland” was 
any indication, it’s clear May- 
or Emanuel is often in touch 
with his police chief. 
Chicago’s Chicagois 
cheerleader 

The mayor is the city’s big- 
gest cheerleader to promote 
Chicago as a great place to work, live and visit. 
He recruits companies and convinces them to 
bring jobs and relocate their corporate head- 
quarters to Chicago. The Chicago area is home 
to more than 400 major corporate headquar- 
ters and specifically eight Fortune 500 com- 
panies in the city. Since Mayor Emanuel took 
office in 2011, about 30 companies have picked 
Chicago for their headquarters and more than 
53,000 jobs have been created including some 
at startups based at the 1871 entrepreneurial 
hub. 


Road rules 

Caught on camera blowing a red light? Or 
speeding? Well, sure, drivers have to own 
up to breaking the law—but the mayor had 
some role in that ticket. Two different may- 
ors brought those cameras into the city. And 
that’s on top of the controversial parking me- 
ter deal drivers are reminded of every time

It’s all park dis- 
trict property and the mayor 
has a hand in picking who 
runs the park district like he 
does with other sister agen- 
cies including the CTA and 
public schools. Mayor Eman- 
uel supported a smoking ban 
in parks, offered George 
Lucas a lakefront site on the 
Museum Campus and is behind the proposal 
to transfer park property to the city to put the 
Obama presidential library in Jackson Park or 
Washington Park.

A taxing job 

When you buy a ticket to a Hawks game, you 
might notice an amusement tax on your ticket 
stub that gets paid to the city. If the price of 
a pack of smokes went up last year, you can 
thank the city for raising the cigarette tax by 
50 cents so it costs $7.17 per pack. Residents 
have been forced to pay more out of their 
pockets because of tax and fee hikes needed 
to help balance the city’s budget and pay for 
services. Every year, the mayor proposes a 
budget to pay for city services such as police 
patrols to pothole repairs. He needs to get the 
City Council to sign off on it before his pro- 
grams and initiatives can go into effect.

YOUR ALDERMAN: THE GO-TO PERSON FOR CRIME, POTHOLES AND WEIRD FOOD LAWS

From deciding whether a bar will open up on 
your street to facilitating the permit for your 
block party to voting on the mayor’s propos- 
als, your alderman has a say 
on the look and feel of your 
neighborhood. 

The city’s 50 aldermen 
make up City Council, the 
city’s legislative body, and 
serve as head cheerlead- 
ers for their wards. They 
typically are the first people 
residents contact when they 
have a problem with parking, 
potholes or the noisy bar down the block. As 
kings or queens of their wards, they often ad- 
vocate for better transit services, more busi- 
nesses setting up shop and round-the-clock

street maintenance in their area. 

Aldermen are elected to four-year terms, 
and all 50 aldermanic seats are up for election 
Feb. 24. Here’s a look at the types of decisions 
aldermen make that can af- 
fect your quality of life. 


Business blocker 
When Chick-fil-A 
announced in 2012 that 

it wanted to set up a 
chicken restaurant on the 
Northwest Side, Ald. Proco 
“Joe” Moreno (ist) said 

he would block the move 
because the company gave donations to 
groups that opposed gay marriage. Moreno 
and Chick-fil-A eventually reached a deal 
so the restaurant could move into the 


neighborhood, but the controversy showed 
the power an alderman has in determining 
which businesses set up shop in his or her 
ward. 


Street closures & liquor licenses 
Aldermen also can weigh in on liquor licenses 
for restaurants that want to serve booze and 
liquor stores, and facilitate permits to host 
block parties, parades, sidewalk sales and any 
event that requires a street closure. 


The proposals 

Aldermen meet once a month to vote on the 
mayor’s agenda such as raising the minimum 
wage for Chicago workers to $13 per hour by 
2019 and selling the parking meters to a pri- 
vate company, but they also push their own 
proposals. Rogers Park Ald. Joe Moore (49th) 


proposed the 2006 banning of foie gras, a bird 
liver delicacy served in Chicago restaurants. 
The City Council repealed the ban years later. 
Credit aldermen for devising and pushing 
recent bans on shooting videos from under 
women’s skirts without their consent and al- 
lowing pedicabs to operate downtown. 


$1 million question 

Each year, every alderman is awarded more 
than $1 million of “menu money” to spend on 
infrastructure improvements in their ward. 
Some aldermen allow their residents to vote 
on how the money should be spent while 
some aldermen decide on the spending them- 
selves. Projects may include resurfacing alleys, 
replacing streetlights, repaving sidewalks and 
adding bus benches.

Dispute deepens over 
Ernie Banks’ will, estate

Chicago Cubs Hall of Famer Ernie Banks 
told a Tribune reporter on the eve of his 65th 
birthday that when he died he wanted his body 
cremated and his ashes scattered over Wrigley 
Field “with the wind blowing out.” 

Now, three weeks after Banks suffered a 
fatal heart attack at 83, a dispute involving his 
posthumous wishes deepened Monday as the 
slugger’s adult sons accused Banks’ longtime 
caregiver, Regina Rice, of coercing him into 
signing a will that gave her control of his estate. 

In a written statement issued Monday eve- 
ning, Rice said that Banks had entrusted her to 
carry out his wishes after his death and that “I 
am determined to do just that.” 

Meanwhile, Banks’ fourth wife, Elizabeth 
Banks, who was estranged from the former 
Cubs star at the time of his death, has filed a 
petition in Cook County Probate Court to 
prevent Rice from having his body cremated. 

Additional court records show that Banks 
had filed for divorce from his wife in June 2012, 
citing mental cruelty, and that the court fight 
remained ongoing at the time of his death. 


The developments set up what could be 
an ugly, three-way fight in probate court over 
Banks’ estate, including rights to his memora- 
bilia, business and charity entities, and other 
personal assets. 

Banks’ sons, Joey and Jerry, alleged that 
three months before their father died, Rice 
took advantage of his weakened physical state 
and got him to sign all of his assets over to her. 

“My father was ill at the time she had him sign 
awill and I believe coerced him to give all of his 
assets to her,” Joey Banks said in a statement. 

The sons said Rice made it difficult for them 
to speak to their father in the months before 
his death. 

‘At the funeral of my father, I went out of my 
way to praise Ms. Rice and her son for helping 
my father,” Joey Banks said in the statement. 
“What I did not know at the time is that for at 
least six months prior to my father’s death, in 
my opinion, she was using him, manipulating 
him and controlled him.” 

Mark Bogen, a Banks family attorney, said 
his sons “will vigorously fight and contest this 
will.”
